history or perhaps ever.

“There are very broad alter- 
natives,” Dulles said in dis- 
cussing the proposal on which 
he obtained allied agreement 
after a prolonged deadlock. 
“The European zoné, covers 
areas Where there are a con- 
siderable number of our bases. 
But as an alternative there is 
the zone in the north. 

“If we get started on ‘this 
road, the danger of a major 
war will have receded since the 
danger of a turprise attack will 
have been greatly reduced, if 
not eliminated. Then we can 
go ahead with a reduetion in 
armaments. Inspection is es- 
sential to minimize the fear of 
a surprise attack.” 

With the danger of surprise 
attack virtually eliminated, he 

inted out, an aggressor would 

ve no use for armaments. 
Without an inspection system, 
the atmosphere of fear and 
suspicion would be such as to 
make it impossible to ecuate 
the arms of one side against the 
arms of the other side, Dulles 
said.

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DULLES DEFENDS 
CHOICE OF GLUCK 
AS AMBASSADOR 


Says Political Gifts 
Should Not Disqualify 
a Man for Diplomatic 
Post.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today political con- 
tributions should not disqualify 
a man for diplomatic appoint- 
ment. He defended the selec- 
tion of Maxwell H. Gluck as 
Ambassador to Ceylon. 

A diplomat, said Dulles, must 
have integrity of character and 
a sharp and quick intelligence 


and must be devoted to the pub- 
lic service. Gluck has those 
qualities, he said. He would be 
sorry, Dulles went on, if there 
were a rule that a man should 
be disqualified if he had con- 
tributed to a campaign fund, 
because: that would deprive the 
country of the services of many 
excellent men. 

Gluck’s appointment became 
a matter of controversy when 
recent publication of testimony 
before the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee disclosed 
that Gluck contributed a total 
of $30,000 to $40,000 to the 
Republican party in 1952 and 
1956, that he did not know the 


name of the Prime Minister of 
Ceylon and that he could not, 
pronounce the name of India’s 
Prime Minister. 
Startled by Question. 

Dulles seemed startled when 
a reporter at the Secretary's 
press conference wanted to 
know whéther the department 
still planned to send .Gluck to 
Ceylon, where he has been 
ridiculed in the press. Dulles

HAS SURGERY FOR 
‘BENIGN’ CONDITION 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP) 
—Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
underwent an operation today 
for a “benign” condition. The 
White House said the operation 
was “not serious.” She was re- 
ported to be in “good condition” 
following the surgery. 

The operation was performed 
at Walter Reed Hospital by an 
ree gynecologist, Dr. Humbert 


L. Riva. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said Mrs. 
Eisenhower, 59 years old, enter- 
ed the operating room about 
8 a.m. and the surgery was con- 
cluded two hours later. 

While the operation was in 
progress, the President was 
meeting at the White House 
with Republican congressional 
leaders. 

The President talked by tele- 
phone to Mrs. Eisenhower last 
night and again this morning 
before her operation. 

Hagerty said he was not able 
to describe the actual nature of 
the operation beyond saying it 
Was not @ tumor.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 
Johnny Dio extracted a con- 
tract for $2500 “protection” 
money from an employers asso- 
ciation about to sign a contract 
with a local union he controlled, 
the Senate committee investi- 
gating labor racketeering was 
told today. 

Dio, hoodlum associate of 
James R. Hoffa, Midwest Team- 
sters boss, in the establishment 
of several phantom Teamsters 
locals in New York City, actu- 
ally collected only $808 on the 
“protection” contract and then 
the members of the employers’ 
group revolted against further 
tribute and refused to make 
further payments to Dio. 

It was not clarified immedi- 
ately what was the result of this 
unusual action. 

Attorney Testifies. 

The witness was Stanley 
Lehrer, attorney for the Auto 
Glass Dealers Association of 
New York, whose members spe- 
cialize in replacing glass in 
automobiles. 

He testified that 60 per cent 
of the members of the organiza- 
tion are self-employed owners

Dio, a twice-convicted extor-

against labor union organization 
to employers. 

‘Very Soft Contract.’ 


Equitapie had a representa- 
tive at the signing of the con- 
tract with local 227 in August 
1955, a pact which, Lehrer con- 
ceded was “a very soft con- 
tract.” 

“The payment to Dio’s Equi- 
table was for protection alone, 
was it not?” the witness was 
asked by Senator John L. Mc- 
Clellan (Dem.), Arkansas, chair- 
man of the committee. 


“That’s correct, sir,” Lehrer 
replied. 

As an example of the “pro- 
tection” afforded by Dio’s 
Equitable Research Associates, 
Lehrer testified that in 1956 the 
union undertook to reopen the 
contract and negotiate for less 
than a 40-hour week. 

The association refused and 
Lehrer said he notified Dio 
about the matter. That, he 
added, was the last he heard of 
it. 

The contract apparently pro- 
vided no benefits whatever for 
the employes, who were work- 
ing in excess of 40 hours a week 
and whose earnings ranged, 
Lehrer said, from $60 to $120 
a week. 

The emphasis in the contract 
appeared to be on the payment 
of initiation fees of $41.35 for 
employer-members and $66.35 
for employes. In addition, each 
employer “kicked in ” $80 to 
the owners association, $50 of 
which, he said, was set aside 
for payment to Dio’s protection 
firm. Self-employed owners of 
one-man shops paid $40 to the 
association, $25 of which was 
earmarked for Dio. On top of 
these expenses everybody had 
to pay $4 a month dues to Ar-

CRITIC OF QUEEN 
SLAPPED IN FACE 
BY ANGRY BRITON 


LONDON, Aug. 6 (UP) — An 
angry Briton tonight slapped 
the face of Lord Altrincham, 
the 33-year-old peer who has 
criticized Queen Elizabeth. 

Altrincham was belted as he 
left the headquarters of the 
Independent Television Author- 
ity, where he had just repeated 
his complaints against the 
Queen’s royal retainers in a 
nation-wide telecast. 


Altrincham touched off a na- 
tion-wide furor with his orig- 
inal remarks in a magazine ar- 
ticle last week about the Queen 
and royal “priggishness.” 

Tonight, he told a TV audi- 
ence he had not meant to be 
“personal or beastly” in his 
criticism, but he said “the boss” 
—the Queen—should fire some 
of her advisers. 

A crowd was waiting for him 
outside the studio. A man 
stepped up to Altrincham, 
aimed a forceful slap at his 
face, and said: 

“That’s for insulting our 
Queen!” 

Altrincham haughtily replied: 
“You can’t even hit hard 
enough.” .

The executive board of the 
union approved payment of 
$50,000 to Doria. He was given 
$25,000 immediately and a 
promissory note for the addi- 
tional $25,000. The note was not 
taken up, pending decision of 
the delegates at the conven- 
tion, and Doria has filed suit in 
Los Angeles to collect it. 

Urges Non-Payment. 

Edward T. Donahue of Lan- 
sing, Mich., director of Region 
7, urged the delegates not to 
approve the settlement. He is a 
rcandidate for the union presi- 
dency. 

“Region 7 has not paid what 
it was assessed and will not un- 
less and unitl this convention 
approves the settlement,” he 
declared, His region, which 
takes in eastern Michigan, has 
been assessed about $10,000 as 
its share of the expense. 

Identifying himself as a mem- 
ber of the executive board’s mi- 
nority, Donahue spoke in op- 
position for more than an hour. 
His report was interrupted sev- 
eral times by applause, chiefly 
from his own delegation. 

Donahue told the delegates 
he had urged the calling of a 
special convention to deal with 
this matter even before Presi- 
dent George Meany of the AFL- 
CIO had recommended such ac- 
tion.

Chester, a swarthy, tight- 
lipped man who was brought 
here from jail in New York 
where he is awaiting sentence 
for receiving a bribe as an offi- 
cer of Teamsters local 239, was 
called as a witness following 
Claude’s testimony and refused 
to answer any questions except 
one dealing with his name 
on the ground that his answers 
would incriminate him. 

Convicted 6 Times. 

Robert F. Kennedy, counsel 
to the McClellan Committee, 
said that chester has a record of 
six convictions dating back to 
1937, embracing such offenses 
and bookmaking, robbery, lar- 
ceny and in 1956 extortion and 
last week bribery, along with 
Dio and Sam Goldstein, presi- 
dent of Teamsters local 239. 

Claude, obviously uncomfort- 
able as he unfolded the story 
of his dealings with the extor- 
tionist, said that his first con- 
tact with Chester was in 1954 
when he “appeared at the 
door, said he wos going ‘to or- 
ganize the shop and would give 
me a contract I could live with 
if I would pay him $2000.” 

Claude said he asked his em- 
ployes about the union and 
they told him they knew noth- 
ing about it.

Failure to impose all six con- 
ditions on both the Frisco and 
the Georgia line could have 
“ill effects and disastrous con- 
sequences” for the G. M. & O., 
the petition added. It said the 
Frisco, as owner of controlling 
stock interest in Central of 
Georgia, could discriminate 
against G. M. & O. in such 
things as routes.and traffic. 

In an initial decision last 
November, ICC examiner John 
L. Bradford held that the Frisco 
had violated the Interstate Com- 
merce Act by acquiring stock 
control of Central of Georgia 
before obtaining ICC approval, 
as required by law. 

Control Approved. 

The finance division, com- 
posed of three members of the 
11-man commission, agreed with 
the examiner that the law had 
been violated but said Frisco 
should be permitted to retain 
control, holding that this would 
be “consistent with the public 
interest.” 

The panel report imposed six 
conditions to safeguard the 
rights of shippers and other 
carriers which connect with 
Central of Georgia, including 
G.M. and O. 

The conditions directed Cen- 
tral to “maintain and keep open 
all routes and channels of trade 
via existing junctions and gate- 
ways” and to preserve “neutral- 
ity” in the handling of freight 
and traffic with other carriers. 

In its petition, the G.M and 
O. asked the finance division 
to reconsider that part of its 
decision referring to the condi- 
tions. It noted that G.M. and 
O., Frisco and Central of Geor- 
gia had entered into an agree- 
ment April 9, 1956, under which 
G:M. and O.’s interests would 
be safeguarded. 

One of the provisions of the 
agreement was that Central's 
service would be “maintained 
without discrimination or the 
practice of discriminatory acts,” 
the petition pointed out. 

Obligations Not Imposed. 

The conditions prescribed by 
the finance division “fail, how- 
ever to impose upon both the 
Frisco and the Central of Geor- 
gia the obligation to which they 


both had agreed” in the earlier 
compact with G.M. and O., the 
petition stated. 

Picturing what might happen 
if Frisco is not bound by the 


commission safeguards, the G. 
M. and O. cited traffic currently 
moving from Kansas City to 
Memphis via Frisco, then to 
Birmingham via G.M. and O. 
and then to Savannah, Ga., via 
Central of Georgia. 

“By reducing the rate applic- 
able via Frisco - Birmingham - 
Central of Georgia, but refusing 
to join the G.M. and O. in the 
same raté, the Frisco could, to 
all intents and purposes, com- 
mercially close the Frisco-G.M, 
and O.-Central of Georgia 
route,” the petition said. 

“The provisions of the law 
which prevent one carrier from 
discriminating against its con- 
nections would, we believe, pro- 
tect G.M. and O. at least so long 
as the Central of Georgia is 
maintained as a separate 
entity.”

Informed sources said it was 
likely the mission also would 
suggest a reduction in area and 
a cutback of troop strength at 
some United States bases in the 
Philippines and Formosa, but 
only minor changes in the 
structure and numbers of troops 
at bases in Europe. 

The mission further may pro- 
pose that the Administration 


try to obtain congressional <* 
proval of a ya ge to schedule 
military aid to foreign nations 


on a long-term instead of a 
0 ned basis, informants 
said. 


The top-secret study was 
made by a presidential-appoint- 
ed mission headed by Frank G. 
Nash, former assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense for internation- 
al security affairs. Nash now is 
drafting his recommendations 
to the President and is expect- 
ed to submit them sometime 
early next month.. 


The Nash mission spent more 
than six months on its study, 
visiting United States bases in 
the Caribbean, Far East, Eu- 
rope and North Africa. 

One of the main reasons for 
the study, was to learn if the 
present United States base 
structure is best suited to this 
country’s strategic plans and 
foreign policy, informed sources 
explained. Another was to learn 


if the armed services would suf- 
fer if some of the bases were 
reduced in size or eliminated. 


The arméd services are not 
in favor of any major reduction 
of the number of United States 
bases abroad or any heavy cut- 
backs in combat units stationed 
overseas, one official said. He 
indicated, however, that the 
State Department favors some 
reductions in numbers of for- 
eign bases and troop strength 
to forestall or dilute opposition 
to those bases and troops by 
people of the nations in which 
they are located or stationed. 


Officials declined to elabor- 
ate on the expected. proposal 
to the President for establish- 
ment of a nuclear stockpile in 
Europe for the NATO countries, 
other than to hint such a rec- 
ommendation would embody 
provisions to insure the weap- 
ons would remain under Amer- 
ican supervision and control. 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles and President Eisen- 
hower indicated sometime ago

Corp., a subsidiary of Olin 
Mathieson Chemical Corp. of 
Alton, Ill., which is at present 
contract-operator of most of the 
ordnance plant for the Army. 


Other firms said to be con- 
sidering the facilities are the 
Remington Arms Co. and the 
Federal Cartridge Corp., both 
subsidiaries of Du Pont Chem- 
ical Corp. 


The three buildings that 
would be leased were built in 
1943 at a cost of $8,210,823. 
Army engineers have said the 
lease would be negotiated on a 
competitive basis for not less 
than the appraised rental value.

flict of interest statutes imposed 
on minor bureaucrats. 
‘Neuberger said he was not 
ériticizing President Eisenhow- 
er for “conforming to a system 
which existed long before he 
entered politics—but a system 
which becomes less defensible 
each passing day.” 

Mr. Eisenhower told his news 
conference last week in a dis- 
cussion of his financial affairs 
that the conflict of interest laws 
do not apply to him because he 
is an elected official. Neuber- 

er noted they do not apply 
members of Congress. 

These laws aim to prevent 
an official from dealing for 
the Government with a firm in 
which he has a financial in- 
terest. It was in the light of 
these statutes, for instance, that 


the Senate insisted that Charles 
E. Wilson dispose of his Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. stock when 
becoming Secretary of Defense. 


“Is it not absurd that the 
statute applies to lesser officials 
of government, but not to the 
highest officials?” Neuberger 
asked. “It applies to appointive 
officials who carry out the pol- 
icies of the President and the 
Congress, but neither to the 
President himself nor to mem- 
bers of Congress. 

“If it is wise not to allow a 
financial conflict-of-interest in 
government, then it should ap- 
ply at the highest levels of 
government—or not at all. The 
present inconsistent policy 
means that the little folks have 
got to live up to high ethical 
standards, but there are no 
holds barred at the top of the 
heap.” 

Neuberger said the issue 
could not be limited to mat- 
ters of personal gain or “di- 
vorced from the campaign con-

Looking at Positive Points. 


This, however, is not the only 
reason for second-thoughts. In 
the legislative struggle of the 
last month, the northern lib- 
erals have been concentrating 
on getting a bill that, in their 
judgment, could not be evaded 
by legal means or delaying tac- 
tics in the South. Now that the 
heat has gone out of the battle 
in the Senate, some of them 
are looking at the more positive 
aspects of the compromise the 
Southern Senators have ac- 
cepted. 


Under this compromise, while 


there must be jury trials in’ 


criminal contempt prosecutions, 
the Attorney General would be 
free to seek injunctions in fed- 
eral courts against anyone in- 
terfering with any qualified 
citizen’s right to vote. 


The federal judge would have 
power to issue a cease and de- 
sist order and to put in jail for 
contempt anyon who defied his 
order. Also, ‘he could insist 
that his order hold not only for 
the election at hand but for the 
next election, and not only for 
the particular registrar who 
happened to have defied the 
court’s order, but for his suc- 
cessors as well. 


Ballot Box Seizure. 


Finally, it is argued: by some 
legal authorities here that, if 
an election were held in which 
Negroes were disenfranchised 
in defiance of a federal court 
injunction, the federal judge 
would have the power to order 
the ballot boxes held until his 
order was carried out. 

These new powers still do 
not impress some of the North- 
erners who wanted the federal 
judges to have more sweeping 
authority, but the more the bill 
is studied, the more objective 
observers are inclined to be- 
lieve that it would be effective. 

It is interesting and signific- 
ant, for example, as an indica- 
tion of how some liberal Demo- 
crats feel about this legislation, 
that the compromise jury trial 
amendment now in the bill was 
worked out in great detail by 
former Secretary of State Dean 
G. Acheson and Benjamin 
Cohen, in consultation with the 
Democratic majority leader, 


Northern liberals in the Con- 
gress, former President Harry 
S. Truman, former Democratic 
presidential nominee Adlai E. 
Stevenson and Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt did not get into the 
public fight alongside those 
who went all-out against the 
jury trial compromise. 
Viewed as Gain. 

Thus, well-informed opinion 
here feels that it would be 
wrong to see the present bill as 
a trick. promise which the South 
has accepted in bad faith and 
with intent to evade. On the 
contrary, many northern lib- 
erals, including Senators Joseph 
O’Mahoney of Wyoming, and 
Mike Mansfield of Montana, and 
Acheson regard it as the most 
meaningful step toward the en- 
franchisement of the Negro 
since the Emancipation Procla- 
mation. 

Nevertheless, President Eisen- 
hower has come out so strongly 
against the present bill that the 
question now is what he will 
urge the Republicans in the 
House and Senate to do in deal- 


ing with it from here on. 


The Department of Justice is 
extremely pessimistic about the 
value of the bill as it stands. It 
regards the bill as a monstrosity 


that would not be a powerful 


weapon for improving the Ne- 
gro’s right to vote and would 
interfere with a wide range of 
Federal Government powers in 
the anti-trust and other fields. 

There is, however, the pos- 
sibility of dealing with this lat- 
ter point. Unanimous consent 
could be sought in ‘the Senate 
to amend that part of the bill 
that deals with other. civil 
rights cases and to knock 
out the punitive section, now 
passed by both House and Sen- 
ate, that reporters be fined 
$1000 or thrown in jail for a 
year if they publish informa- 
tion received in segret by the 
proposed civil rights commis- 
sion without the commission’s 
consent. 

Willing to Compromise? 

Failing this,’ these aspects of 
the bill could be corrected in 
conference between the House 
and Senate, but this presupposes 
a willingness on the part of the 
Administration in general and 
the President in particular to 
compromise. 

The practical question now is 
the one raised by Senator 
Javits: Do officials and legis- 
lators want a civi] rights bill— 
one onewhich admittedly there 
is room for sincere differences 
of opinion—or do any substan- 
tial number of them want a 
campaign issue. 

If they want a bill, the 
chances seemed better that they 
could get one that deals with 
voting rights and only voting 
rights. If the Administration in- 
sists on its original bill or even 
on its original no-jury-trial sec- 


tion, the general feeling here 
is it will get a campaign issue 
and nothing more.

How to Reach ‘Peoples? 


As with most such documents, President 


_ Eisenhower's interim report on operations under 


the Middle East resolution appears to be a 
mixture of complacency and warnings against 
complacency. 

To say that the resolution has “played a cen- 
tral part in the recent amelioration of condi- 
tions in the area” sounds very complacent in- 
deed. Most of such improvement as there has 
been can be traced to Israel’s withdrawal from 
Egypt and King Hussein's retention of his pre- 
carious throne in Jordan. And though American 
influence played a part in both of these events, 
the Eisenhower Doctrine as such did so only 
indirectly. Hussein in fact did not dare let 
Ambassador Richards into Jordan, and asked 
that the dollars which helped him weather the 
crisis be granted from funds outside the Middle 
‘East resolution. 

Part of the resolution was devoted to a public 
warning against Russian military intervention 
in the area, and part to an offer of special eco- 
nomic and military aid to friendly nations there. 
Some $120,000,000 in aid agreements were 
signed up by Ambassador Richards, but the 
results are yet to be demonstrated. As for 
Soviet intervention, it has not taken a direct 
military turn, but it continues in the same 
forms which prevailed before the resolution. 

A Syrian delegation is in Moscow at this 
moment, being assured of undying Soviet friend- 
ship; and Egypt, in addition to the jet planes 
and other arms she received from the Soviet 
bloc prior to the Middle East resolution, has 
now received submarines as well. 

The Eisenhower Doctrine and Middle. East 
resolution may be best regarded as public proc- 
lamations of an intention to use American influ- 
ence in a part of the world in which British 
and French influence had been sharply declin- 
ing. But just how American power is to be used 
remains a difficult problem. 

In view of the fact that the weakening of 
Nasser was one of the main objectives of the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, it is useful to consider a 
report on the “Middle East After Suez’ by 
Michael Adams in The Manchester Guardian 
Weekly, which says: 

The central fact is that, whatever the at- 
titude towards him of the other Arab gov- 
ernments (of which only the Lebanese looks 
as secure as his own), Nasser still and more 
than ever has a hold on the minds of the 
Arab peoples, many of whom feel a stronger 
loyalty to him as the leader of Arab nation- 
alism than they do to their own governments. 

With every demonstration of American 
power, and as it becomes clearer that this 
power is directed towards the undoing of 
Nasser, Nasser’s popularity increases amo 
the Arab masses. The central error o 
American policy in the Middle East is that 
it is based exclusively on governments and 
takes no account of popular feelings (ignor- 
ing the fact that in the Middle East currents 
of thought commonly endure much longer 

than governments). 

That viewpoint ‘from a British newspaper 
which opposed Britain’s Suez adventure lends 
weight to the second aspect of the President's 
report on the Middle East resolution. ‘Despite 
progress achieved™ he told Congress, “no 
grounds for complacency exist.” That is cer- 
tainly true if, five months after the adoption of 
the resolution, the dictator it was supposed to 
undermine is stronger than before. 

Clearly, no successful Middle East policy can 
be built unless the United States can somehow 
identify itself with the long-range currents of 
popular thought rather than the short-term in- 
terests of particular feudal chieftains and shaky 
governments. 
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In Five Men’s Hands 

The five Missourians whom Gov. Blair has 
appointed to the new State Mental Health Com- 
mission will have the job of selecting and back- 
ing up a new director of the state division of 
mental diseases. We trust that they are going 
to take their time and look the field over thor- 
oughly before making a selection; for on the 
rightness of their choice a great deal will 
depend. 

Under the law, the new director must be a 
person competent in the treatment of mental 
diseases and in administration and program 
planning. He should also be one who believes 
mental cases can be cured and is determined 
to give his utmost to doing it. 

Once it has put a specialist of those qualifica- 
tions in charge, the commission will need to 
back him up. It should protect him from those 
who will undoubtedly try, by attrition or blunt 
frontal attack or both, to take over his authori- 
ty for partisan political purposes, including pa- 
tronage. It should run interference for him to 
see that the institutions he directs have enough 
money to support the sound professional stand- 
ards the director and the commission will be 
responsible for maintaining. 

The members of the commission are Powell 
B. McHaney and Dr. Edmond Sassin of St. 
Louis, Dr. E. C. Chiasson of the University of 
Missouri at Columbia, Dr. Marvin L. Bills of 
Kansas City and Francis Smith of St. Joseph. 
We wish them well in their new duties for the 
mentally ill of Missouri, and an appetite for 
the hard work that doing it right will inevitably 
entail. 
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So Poker Is a Game of Skill? 

That ruling by a judge in Buenos Aires that 
poker is a game of skill and not one of chance 
may be said to be open to argument. The poker 
player who is on the right side of the ledger is 
almost sure to agree with the Argentine magis- 
trate while the player who is well in the red will 
affirm that successful poker is simply a matter 
of luck, And incidentally we are speaking of 
straight five-card draw or stud poker and not 
any of the aberrations that should never be 
mentioned in the same breath. 

Most poker players who are not in the special- 
guest-of-the-evening category know the odds 
connected with the possible improvement of a 
hand, .They appreciate that drawing to one pair, 
the odds against getting four-of-a-kind are 359 to 
1; against a full house, 97 to 1; against triplets, 
8 to 1; against two pairs, 5 to 1; against any im- 
provement, 244 to 1. Holding up a kicker such 
as an ace is 4 to 1 against any improvement. 
And the odds in drawing to inside straights, 
flushes and so on are also known to most players 
—or be. 

Where much of the uncertainty creeps into 
poker, the player who is in the red will stoutly 
assert, is in figuring out whether the man who 
draws only two cards has triplets and doesn’t 
want you to know it or has a pair and a kicker 
and wants to make you think he does have three 
of a kind—or is one of those rash individuals 
who is drawing to a three-card flush and— 
horror of horrors—makes it. 

But the chap whose percentage for the year 


is good will maintain that skill can solveeven — 


the mystery of the two-card draw. But this 
the skill is not in an ability to calculate 
but in a skillful eye. A ‘tremor of 


hands, a flushed countenance or a pale one, a 


too ‘much bravado or not enough genuine 
courage—and the skilled eye sends the right 


a 
_— 
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message for good or ill to the skilled poker 
mind. The only real question is whether skill*will 
predominate over chance or not in just such a 
situation. Sometimes it does not and the fel- 
low who had all the appearances of running a 
bluff turns out to have the better hand after all. 
In that case the odds have played somebody false 


Hoffa’s Drive for Power 
James Hoffa, ninth vice president of the 


Teamsters, is talking these days as though he ? 


had already taken over the union's 
from Dave Beck—as he hopes to do at its con- 
vention next month. He seems unconcerned that 
both the McClellan Committee and the AFL- 
CIO Ethical Practices Committee would like 
more information from him about Teamster 
irregularities. 

His drive for power,.as a matter of fact, seems 
planned not only to satisfy his ambition but 
also to overawe the AFL-CIO. He is trying to 
confront the national labor federation with a 
threat of disruption and af impressive display 
6f voting strength. 

Hoffa has extended his support to leaders of 
the AFL-CIO Construction Trades Department 
in their opposition to the formula worked out by 
George Meany, president of the federation, for 
avoiding jurisdictional disputes between the 
building trades and the old CIO unions. Obvi- 
ously, he expects them to back the Teamsters 
in the AFL-CIO. 

Hoffa also is advocating the formation of a 
“council” of all transport unions: aviation, rail- 
roading, trucking and shipping. He talks quite 
boldly of the power of such an organization to 
call a freezing, nation-wide strike—with the 
broad implication that the strikes of other un- 
jons might well depend on the co-operation of 
this super-union. 

Hoffa says it would be organized within the 
framework of the AFL-CIO, and he denies the 
charge of planning a “walk-out.” But he also 
boasts that his Central Conference of the Team- 
sters’ union already has a working agreement 
with the Railroad Brotherhoods and: an under- 
standing with the Construction Trades. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful, however, that reputable unions 
would follow the Teamsters if they were ex- 
pelled from the AFL-CIO. 

Hoffa says that he is not eager to include the 
East Coast Longshoremen and Harry Bridges’ 
West Coast Warehousemen and Longshoremen 
in his “council” since these have already been 
expelled from the AFL and the CIO, respective- 
ly. But the McClellan committee wants to hear 
about the $490,000 loan offered the Longshore- 
men by the Teamsters, about the “paper locals” 
set up to make John O’Rourke, a Hoffa support- 

er, the Teamsters’ boss in New York, and about 
associations with such hoodlum-labor leaders as

Johnny Dio. Se 
At last week’s San Francisco meeting of the 
Teamsters’ constitutional committee, Hoffa 


talked about increasing the union’s membership 
from 1,500,000 to 3,000,000 while persuading the 
committee to recommend increasing the powers 
of the union president at the expense of other 
officials. Again he acted as though he already 
had the job. 

George Meany and the AFL-CIO show no 
signs of being impressed. Neither does the Mc- 
Clellan committee. And Mr. Hoffa may yet 
learn that there can be slips between the cup 
and the lip. 
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Profile in Something or Other 

Senator John Kennedy of Massachusetts, au- 
thor of. “Profiles in Courage” and recent sup- 
porter of the jury trial amendment which 
wrecked the civil rights bill, has now received 
appropriate commendation from the South. Sen- 
ator John McClellan of Arkansas says “my peo- 
ple in Arkansas” supported Mr. Kennedy for 
the 1956 Democratie vice presidential nomina- 
tion and “I think they would do so again. I 
think they would support him for President 
next time. . . . He definitely has presidential 
potentials.” 


Captive Audience for Billboards 

One bill which has languished in Congress 
during the civil rights debate is the billboard 
control measure, and it has: been treated to an 
erosion process much like that which ate away 
at civil rights legislation: 

A year ago Congress dropped a plan for fed- 
eral control of billboards along the proposed 
intefstate highways when Southerners raised 
the familiar states’ rights objection. In. this 
session, Senator Neuberger of Oregon tried to 
meet that objection. He suggested letting the 
Federal Government pay the states up to 90 per 
cent of the cost of buying roadside advertising 
rights. Then the Eisenhower Administration 
proposed withholding 5 per cent of federal road 
money from states which did not meet federal 
standards for controlling billboards, 

But when these ideas trickled through Sena- 
tor Gore’s Public Works subcommittee, they 
came out as a bill to pay the 1 just three 
fourths of 1 per cent.of the cost of-a highway 
project in return for regulating’ advertising. 
Senator Neuberger said this reminded him of 
Abraham Lincoln’s remark about how Congress 
made homeopathie soup: by boiling the shadow 
of a pigeon that had starved to death. 

If the public does not get a reasonable bill- 
board control bill from this congressional ses- 


sion, citizens will have a new illustration of the 


power of organized lobbies. The lobbies against 
billbaard control offer an unusual ‘array: the 
outdoor advertising and roadside. business inter- 
ests, plus oil and soft drink and liquor interests, 
joined by labor lobbyists from the carpenters, 
sign painters and electrical workers unions. | 

These are not the strongest lobbies in Wash- 
ington, but the significant thing is-that they are 
organized and their opposition is‘not, For there 
is nothing organized about the nation’s taxpay- 
ers who will pay for the néwsuperhighways and 
the resulting public bonanza for private adver- 
tisers. And there is nothing organized about 
the motorists who may be turned into a captive 
audience for billboard blurbs along their own 
highways. 

Unless the public speaks for itself, to its 
members of Congress, the view from our new 
syperhighways is going to. take in a lot of

Exchange Between U.S. and Russia 


Washington as well as Moscow seems to be considering ques 
tion of exchanging persons and ideas so two peoples might 
know each other better; more imaginative approach needed; to 
our interest that Soviet people compare their life with ours.

The subject of exchange of persons 
between the United States and the So- 
viet Union is very much in the news 
these days. At the level of visits by 
high-ranking persons, President Eisen- 
hower reacted favorably at his press 
conference to the notion of a meeting 
between Soviet Marshal ZhukoV and 
his opposite number here, Defense Sec- 
retary Wilson. 

At the level of cultural and technical 
exchange, a revival is now planned of 
Soviet-American technical and cultural 
exchanges. A State Department an- 
nouncement indicated that the program 
of such exchanges, which largely 
ceased after the bloody Soviet repres- 
sion in Hungary last fall, will expand 
once more to a modest scale the re- 
mainder of this year. 


At still a third level of activity, a 
small number of American young peo- 
ple are attending this summer’s so- 
called “World Youth Festival” in Mos- 
cow. 

These different kinds of exchanges 
raise different kinds of problems. In 
commenting on the Zhukov-Wilson 
meeting idea, for example, the Presi- 
dent warned against holding meetings 
which might arouse exaggerated ex- 
pectations. Certainly the so-called 
“Summit Conference” in Geneva two 
years ago produced little despite the 
fact that it brought together the chief 
figures in the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Great Britain and France. 


A Zhukay-Wilson meeting, if it took 
place, could hardly hope to solve any 
key problems. Moreover, many Ameri- 


_cans are keenly aware that Marshal 


Zhukov commands the Soviet Army 
which slaughtered Hungarian freedom 
fighters less than a year ago. 
Cultural and technical exchanges fall 
into a different category. . They have 
» re v 


» and do not.

arouse unwarranted expectations. e 
cultures of the Soviet peoples should 
certainly be more available to us than 
they have been, and we can certainly 
gain in some areas from knowing more 
about Soviet technical development. 

Conversely, it is all to the good if 
Soviet citizens get a chance to see and 
hear more of our cultural achievements, 
and in many technical fields—as the 


Soviet Union now admits—the Soviet , 


Union is anxious to learn from us. So 
long as there is genuine reciprocity, we 
may hope that such contacts will in- 
crease. 

The most difficult problems arise in 
the area of arranging exchanges of or- 
dinary people. We have only gains to 
anticipate from having large numbers 
of Americans see the Soviet Union and 
large numbers of Soviet citizens see 
our civilization at first hand. Unfor- 
tunately, our present legislation is not 
based on that premise. 


In particular, our legal requirement 
that foreign visitors be fingerprinted, 
except in the case of official visitors, 
thas been cleverly used by the Soviet 
Government as a pretext for. prohibit- 
ing the visits of Soviet tourists here. 
Since limited numbers of American 
tourists have been admitted into the 
Soviet Union, the comparison has per- 
mitted Soviet propaganda to make dis- 
honest, but not. entirely ineffective, 


charges of a United States “Iron Cur- . lar 


tain.” 

All this has been further complicated 
by the Soviet effort to use American 
travelers to the Soviet Union for propa- 
ganda purposes, as in the case of the 
“World Youth Festival.” 


We need not have any exaggerated 
notions about the contributions of any 
presently foreseeable exchange of Soviet 
and American tourists to see that the 
present situation requires correction. 
Senator Dirksen has introduced a bill 
which would ease the fingerprinting re- 
quirement. That bill would seem the 
very minimum we need to do to dis- 
arm the Soviet propagandists. 


But beyond that it would seem desir- 
able that we adopt a much more imag- 
inative approach to the subject. We 
must realize that the Soviet people 
have been raised on a diet of lies about 
our way of life. Anything which will 
contribute to permitting Soviet people 
to see that what. they have been told 
about us is false should be encouraged. 

The United States is the world’s 
mightiest piece of evidence as to what 
freedom and free enterprise. can 
achieve, and it is in our interest that 
those living undér “socialism” should 
get a chance to compare what our and 
their systems can accomplish for the 
great mass of the people.

HERE IS ONE POSSIBLE BENEFIT, not so visible to the 
naked eye, that could come from the sham perpetrated upon 
the Senate and the American people by the Southern bloc 


in gutting the civil rights bill. 


It exposed more dramatically 
than anything ever has before,

Following its successful exper- 
iment of last season, Municipal 
Opera last night again presented 
for a week’s run, a program of 
operatic excerpts called “Great 
Music.” It turned out to be a 
melodious and highly satisfac- 
tory evening which pleased a 
first-night crowd of 7000. 

The productions of the four 
pieces staged dramatically with 
scenery and costumes and of 
two ballets were first-rate. The 
vocal caliber was high, as was 
the quality of the two leading 
dancers. 

This time a complete opera 
was given—‘“Cayalleria Rusti- 
cana,” Mascagni’s taut and dire 
little tale of the revenge of a 
betrayed husband in a Sicilian 
village, which is usually a cur- 
tain-raiser for “Pagliacci.” The 
dramatic sweep of the elemental 
emotions of jealousy, hate and 
despair was carried off with in- | 
tensity and 
cast, 

Robert Rounseville, as Tur- 
ridu, the lover caught between 
two women, was in rich tenor 
voice. Irene Jordan, dramatic 
soprano, as Santuzza, both sang 
well and was dramatically elo- 
quent, Baritone Walter Cassel 
was a superior Alfio. Rosalind 
Nadell did Lola, his faithless 
wife. 

The libretto of this may be 
rather crude, but Mascagni’s im- 
passioned and lovely music gives 
it a sweeping conviction. I 
think the direction could have 
made the offstage duel which 
concludes the tragedy a little 
clearer had both Alfio and Tur- 
ridu gone out with drawn 
knives.

FUNERAL IN GEORG 


Dignitaries Join With Hun- 
dreds of Friends in 
Final Tribute, 


VIENNA, Ga., Aug. 6 ‘AP)— 
Former Senator’ Walter F. 
George was buried yesterday at 
a service in which a delegation 
of Congressmen from Washing- 
ton, an ambassador and a gov- 
ernor joined with hundreds of 
Georgia friends. 

The visitors and the towns- 
folk heard the tenant farmer's 
son who spent 34 years in the 
Senate and became special am- 
bassador to the North Atlantie 
Treaty Organization — eulogized 
as “a great and good man..,. 
who loved truth.” 

Those were the words of the 
Rev. L. C. Cutts in the funeral 
services in the First Baptist 
Church. He said that Senator 
George had “tremendous cour- 
age that led him to be afraid 
of nothing except to be wrong.” 

Henry Cabot Lodge QJr., 
United States Ambassador to 
the United Nations, was present 
as President Eisenhower's per- 
sonal representative. 

Flags were flown at half staff 
on all government buildings 
across the nation and on naval 
vessels at Mr. Eisenhower's di- 
rection. State flags also were 
at half staff and Gov. Marvin 
Griffin closed the state Capitol 
at noon. 

Senator George died in his 
sleep at 1:52 a.m. Sunday at his 
home in this south-central Geor- 
gia town of 2000, where he had 
been ill with a heart ailment 
for many weeks 

His body lay in state in the 
church before the services, and 
many shirt-sleeved farmers, 
white and Negro, filed past.

CHARTER ADS 
+ WERE ILLEGAL 


: Officials of the three large 
downtown department stores 
were notified yesterday by Cir- 
eult Attorney Thomas F. Eagle- 
ton they were violating a law 
by running newspaper ad- 
vertisements taking a stand in 
today’s charter election. 

Eagleton told Famous-Barr, 
Scruggs Vandervoort Barney 
and Stix, Baer & Fuller of- 
ficers he would not invoke the 
penalties under the law if the 
practice were discontinued. 

The department stores, in in- 
dividual advertisements, have 
urged support for the new city 
charter proposal. The Associ- 
ated Retailers of St. Louis, an 
organization to which they be- 
jong, also has run advertise- 
mefts in favor of the charter. 

Eagleton called attention to 
Section 129.070 of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, 1949. 

This law states: “It shall not 
be lawful for any corporation 
organized and doing business 
under and by virtue of the laws 
of this state, to directly or in- 
directly . . . influence or at- 
tempt to influence the result 
of any election to be held in 
this state.” 

In another part of the statute, 
it is stated that a corporation 
may not “use or offer to use 
any power, effort, influence or 
other means whatsoever, to in- 
duce or persuade any employe 
or other person entitled to reg- 
ister before or vote at any elec- 
tion, to vote or refrain from 
voting for any candidate or on 
any question to be determined 
or at issue at any election.” 

The penalty provided in the 
law for a violation is forfeiture 
of the corporation’s charter or 
franchise, and an injunction 
aagainst the corporation's trans- 
acting any business in the state. 
The forfeiture and injunction 
would be obtained in St. Louis 
through suit filed by the cir- 
cuit attorney in circuit court. 


Eagleton said he considered 
the advertisements by the de- 
partment stores a technical vio- 
lation of the law, and he would 
follow his practice of issuing a 
warning before taking any ac- 
tion. He also informed the 
stores that displaying posters 
urging action on the charter 
proposals was a violation of 
the statute. 

The circuit attorney said he 
received complaints against the 
stores’ ads from three persons, 
whom he declined to identify. 
One he described as a charter 
opponent. 

Department stores and the 
Associated Retailers have run 
ads in the past on civic pro- 
posals submitted to voters in 
elections, altdough they have

He had a coronary 
thrombosis attack 11 years ago. Not once since then has 
he been bothered by his heart. He works a full day and 
never has any pains or shortness of breath. But one thing 
has been his nemesis all these years: kidney stones. 

Right after his attack of thrombosis he had to be ad- 
mitted into the hospital because of severe pain in his side. 
The doctors did a cystoscopic examination and found a stone 
in one of his ureter tubes. They were able to dislodge it 
and he went home within a few days. 

But that was his mildest attack. He has had about two 
a year since then. Twice he has had to be operated on. 
The other times they were able to help him pass the sténes. 
He has been in and out of hospitals. I don’t think you can 
blame us when we say it has been getting our goat. 

I know that gall stones can’t be dissolved. But I won- 
der, Dr. Steincrohn, if there is anything recent on the kid- 
ney stone problem. Is there any medicine he can take that 
will at least cut down on the number of kidney stone colics?

ANSWER: I have just been reading a report in “Med- 


ical News” that should interest you and others with similar 
problems. Recently Dr. Edward L. Prien of the Boston 
University School of Medicine presented a detailed analysis 
of 19 cases (similar to your husband's) followed up for 32 
to 38 months. This is a small series, nevertheless it is pro- 
vocative. 

Dr. Prien said that the salicylate drugs had prevented 
the formation of new stones in 18 of the 19 patients! Yet, 
this group of patients had previously undergone a total of 
23 urinary tract operations and many others had passed 
stones after cystopic manipulations—and many had passed 
them spontaneously. 


x * * 

HE CITES one case with dramatic results. This man 
had passed over 100 stones in 14 years. He was unable to 
work most of the time. But since starting the salicylate 
treatment about three years ago he has passed only one 
stone—and that had been present before the treatment be- 
gan. He has ‘felt well and has worked without interruption. 

Although we doctors are trained not to get too excited 
about favorable results in such a small group of cases, I 
would not dismiss these results; because 18 out of.19 is a 
mighty high percentage of relief. 

Therefore, Mrs. G.G., why not take it up with your 
doctor? ‘Tell him you have read about the apparent value 
of salicylates in preventing kidney stones. Refer him to 
the work of Dr. Prien. He will then learn the proper dosage 
to use—and any reason’ for not prescribing it in certain 
patients.

7 Creating Career With Garden Sculpture 


Reno Gastaldi Making Decorative Designs in Hopes He Can Finance Self for More Serious Art 


By John Keasler 


YOUNG St. Louis sculptor 
is dead set on combining 
art and income, come cher- 

ubs or coon dogs. True art must 
starve inasmuch as making 
money is a trifle crass, it is 
agreed by practically 
body save true artists, but 
Reno Gastaldi is well on the 
way to striking an ideal bal- 
ance — creation and calories 
both. 

He makes garden sculpture 
in the fond hope of reaching 
the point where he can sub- 
sidize himself for purely crea- 
tive work—sort of a Be Your 
Own Patron arrangement by 
which he can stay in a fast van- 
ishing field, free lance sculpt- 
ing. 

He doesn’t make just garden 
sculpture. One commission he 
has right now is naught save 
a hound dog. He has done seri- 
ous work in the past and looks 
forward to much more in the 
future. 

“Right now,” said Gastaldi, 
a well-knit, 39-year-old man 
with enough stubborness to sur- 
vive in a tough and rugged 
field, “it’s a case of doing this 
or doing nothing. And anyhow, 
I rather like it.” 

He waved at his yard where 
stood row after row of bird 
baths, fountains, cherubs, birds, 
deer—all of concrete. They 
looked pretty. He is building up 
a good business. It wasn’t easy. 

It’s a business unique in St. 
Louis, as far as he and other 
sculptors we queried know. At 
his home, 3142 Sutton avenue, 
Maplewood, Gastaldi turns out 
examples of decorative—what 
he calls “sweet’”—figures. 

He studied at Yale Art School, 
his workshop bulletin board is 
covered with pictures of sculp- 
ture by the masters, he worked 
hard at his craft from coast to 
coast and ended up with a case 
of incipient bankruptcy, for his 
pains. 

Reno was born in Italy, was 
brought to Springfield, Mass., 
as a child and grew up there 
—his teachers encouraged him 
toward sculpture, let him mod- 
el with clay often when he was 
scheduled for some other class. 
He went to Yale prep school, 
then through four years at Yale. 

“On scholarships,” he said. 
“Otherwise I couldn’t have 
gone.” 

Drafted in 1942, he stayed in 
the Army until the war's end, 
making artificial facial features 
for disfigured fighting men. 
Discharged, the young sculptor 
went to California to seek fame 
and fortune. When he got down 
to his last $50, and fame and 
fortune didn’t seem receptive 
to his wooing, he took a job 
making mannikins. Later he 
was offered a job in St. Louis, 
took it, married the former Miss 
Ruth Ferkel, a secretary. He 
had two or three jobs, all sculp- 
turing work in some degree, 
and also worked as assistant to 


Accessories 
For Painting

GOOD many years ago the 
A only equipment available for 

painting was paint and a 
brush but now that us amateurs 
have got into the act, there are 
all sorts of equipment on the 
market designed to make paint- 
ing aS easy as possible. 


A great asset to the amateur 
painting is masking tape which 
is easily applied to those areas 
which you don’t want to get 
painted such as window glass. 
When the adjoining area has 
been painted, the tape is re- 
moved. 


Another kind of masking 
comes as a plastic spray. You 
spray it over those areas that 
you don’t want to touch with 
the brush and when you've fin- 
ished, the plastic film can be 
peeled right off. 

Most weekend painters have 
a terrible time trying not to get 
their hands coated with paint 
so someone finally invented a 
cream which you apply to your 
hands before you start to paint 
and allows you to wash off any 
paint that gets on them without 
having to use strong solvents 
that dry out the skin and often 
cause irritations. 

Professional painters are used 
to climbing ladders, but this 
isn’t the case with all of us so 
some smart individual invented 
an extension rod for either 
brush or roller and this allows 
you to paint high areas while 
standing on good solid ground. 

All kinds of painters have a 
habit of splattering a little paint 
where it isn’t wanted and for 
years the only way te protect 
these areas was with a heavy 
canvas drop cloth. Today you 
can get lightweight plastic or 
tough paper dropcloths that do 
a good job and don’t cost as 
much as the canvas types.

BOUT two years ago, Reno 
A toot a deep breath and 

struck out on his own. He 
saw little future in being a hun- 
gry highbrow. He rented what 
he describes as broken-down 
quarters and hit out at mass 
production—garden sculpture. 


Now he employs a salesman 
and a full-time helper, many 
nurseries and other outlets 
carry his products as does one 
leading St. Louis furniture 
store. This does not imply that 
he rolls in the legal tender.

“Once the rubber mould is 
made it can be used over and 
over, hundreds of times,” he 
explained. That explains the 
surprisingly low price of his 
products—the mass production,

first trick. On regaining the 
lead he plays the ace-queen of 
diamonds, drawing trumps, and 
cashes the ace-king of clubs, 
discarding a spade from the 
closed hand.

comes this query about hy- 

phens. “We cannot find the 
following words in our diction- 
ary: re-classification, re-employ, 
re-adjust. Please give me the 
correct spelling so as to settle 
an argument about whether 
they should be hyphenated. 

One of the nation’s most 
nent authorities on printing 
style once said, “He who takes 
hyphens seriously must surely 
go mad.” Here we have a good 
example of why madness or, at 
least, irritation, lies in these 
pesky little punctuation marks. 
The Style Manual of the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office says 
flatly that all three of these 
words should be written “solid” 
—that is, without hyphens. Yet 
the equally highly regarded 
Merriam-Webster dictionaries 
decree that both “re-employ” 
and “re-adjust” should be hy- 
phenated. 

I vote with Merriam-Webster 
in this case. When the prefix 
“re-” is followed by a conso- 
nant, no confusion can result if 
the word is written solid. For 
example, “reclassification.” 

However, when the prefix is 
followed by a vowel, there is a 
strong temptation to misread 
the resulting blend. For exam- 
ple, the first two syllables of 
“re-adjustment” make the com- 
mon word “read” when written 
solid. 

My recommendation in the 
case of the prefix “re-” is 
omit the hyphen before a con- 
sonant, but use it before a 
vowel. For guidance in other 
problems of hyphenation, I suge 
gest you settle on a good dic- 
tionary or style manual—one 
that comes.as close as possible 
to agreeing with the prejudices 
you already have in regard to 
hyphenation—and then follow 
its dictates. 

Any of the leading college 
dictionaries will answer most 
of your questions but for a 
more detailed treatment, you 
may want to consult the admir- 
able GPO Style Manual already 
mentioned, or the equally fine 
Manual of Style put out by the 
University of Chicago. But, 
about all, don’t take hyphens 
too seriously!
